|uriſdiftion ; and do not thinke; that people under their circumſtances, < 


and baniſhed like Tarquins , are preferrable tothe amity and power of 
England.

T HE Experienxe which we have had of your integrity towards us , 


when our aftaires lay under adeclineing condition, gives us an afſu- 
rancc

rance ofthe ſincerity of your good will and affeftion to them now, at a- 
time, when in a thriveing One. The determimation of -the Warr, 
and the Defeat of our Enemies on all hands, have been our inducements 
to judge nothing to be either more equitable, or more conduceing tothe 
eſtabliſhment af a firme peace, and ſettlement of publick matters, then 
that thoſe, who thro Gods guidance,and our meanes, have either attain'd 
totheir liberty, or who by our Gift, and Grace, have out of the Broyles 
of a Civill man, their lives and fortunes ſecured unto them, shoud on 
their part , if required, and thatin a Solemn manner too teſtify unto us as 
their Governours a becomeing fealty and obedience ; now eſpegally, at 
atime, When ſo many turbulent Perſons in enimity, and more then once 
raken into favours ſtill continue their reſtlefle and perfidious practice of 
diſturbing us both abroad, & at home, and ſollicitting fresh Ones againſt 
us. Wee have therefore cauſed a certain Forme of an Oath to bee tram- 
ed & expreſly be be {worn unto by all ſuch, who are to bear either publick 
office , or enjoy the benchit of our Laws; ſuch aspeace, T ranquilliry, 
or other the effects of a peaceable Being. Our care herein hath likewiſe 
extended to the forreige plantations, and where ever elce our Merchants 
relide abroad upon the account of trade,in order to anſwer the convenien- 
cy and neceſſity of ſecureing thefealty and allegiance of thoſe whom we 
Govern Which heightens our admiration , when we reflect upon 
ſome tideings ſenrus from fomie of our Merchants liveing at Hamburgh , 
who write of theirbeing interrupted by ſome among you in their due obe- 
dienceto our Commandment. The States of Holland a truly thinking, 
politick people 1n their Government of affaires, have judged ir no way 
concerning them, it ſtrangers; namely , Engliſh obeyd their Magiſtra- 
tes at home in this or that Method ; And for you toadCt contrarily is , we 
confeſle, a point we cannotget over. But it 1s nota charge which we 
impure to you, but rather reckon it as the Fffect erther of a privatc deligne 
or fear of ſome who are reported to have been ſcar*d away from their al- 
legiance unto us, by the inſolent uſeage of fome wandering and baniſh'd 
Scotchmeu. Wee do inthe qgeane time pray and delire ( not on behalte 
of Trade ſo much as that of the Commonwealth ) that you » ill ſuſſer 
none among you, here:n concern'd, to interfere under, any pretence 
whatever, ormeddle with the exerciſe of our Goverment over our pe- 
ople,as being 2n intrinſick Jurisdiction of our owne withour deferrence to 
any forreigne power orauthority whatever. For wt.o among yourſelves 
would not relent any practiſe tending to the alienation of the allegiance 
of your people?

OUR Majeſty, nor any elce, who have Inpartially pereuſed our 

publick Edits concerning this matrer,can pretend ignorance of the 
preſent State of our affaires, and how we were neceſlitated to shake off 
oppreſſion by takeing up Arms, reſcuing our Liberty, and eſtablishing 
the Forme of Government which we now exerciſe. Weetruly looke u- 
pon itasan caſy taske to juſtify our proceedings to all the world, in re- 
ferrence to our allegiance,equity and patience,nor ought we to under goe 
the harsh Cenſures of any that are competent Judges, for aſſerting our 
owne, and the Guard of our Authority, honour and dignity againſt the 
ſcandalous and infamous Barking of baniched Wanderers. Now that 
which more particularly concernes the lntreſt of forreign Nations is this; 
our Enemyes are disfipated and quelled , and we thereby, thro Gods as- 
ſiſtance, arived at a wonderfull deliverance, and therefore do publick!y 
and genuinly declare our readynefle to embrace and enter into an alliance 
athing preferrable to all (controwle, with our Neighbours: And previous 
thereto have deputed unto your Majeſty "Anthony Aſcane a Perſon of 
knowne prudenceand Integrity , in order to his treating with your Ma-

OUR Majeſty has cre this we preſume, underſtood from what we 

Y bar already publicky expol'd,the ſundry miſchiefes conveyed unto 
us frow an unfaithfull peace, and the civill warr that followed it; the 
low condition which we were brought under of ſuffering the common- 
wealth either to fink under its own burthen, or altering, and that in 
a conſiderable degree, the Form of the Government. To which publick 
Declarations if there be more weight applyed, or credit given, as of 
right there ought to be, then to the moſt Rok calumnies of needy pe- 
ople, verily thoſe perſons who judge very uncharitably of our aftaires 
abroad, might depend upon farr more moderate uſcage trom ns. For 
to tax whatever we chear fully contended for, in imitation of our ances- 
ſours pnrſuant co our owne Right, and the nationall liberty of England 
cenſcriouſly, argues ill breeding. But vow in referrence to matters of 
community with other Nations, it is not our purpoſe toleflen , but ra- 
ther promore and{ratify all we can. thealliance, and commerce —_ 
obſerved by England with all other Nations whatever. Andin as muc 
as our Trade with your Kingdome may be conſiderable and ſuitably pre- 
firableto both, all becomeing care imaginable hall be by us taken to 
prevent the ſame's being impeded, or any way prejudiced. - But yet 
all theſe our promiſles are but waſt paper, while Pirates, and our Re- 
volters are tollerated to lay violent hands upon, carry in into your 
Ports, and, as it 18 reported, expoſe to publick ſale at Lisbonemarker , 
our Merchant men and Goods loaded thereon. To your timely preven- 
tion of which praCtice, and to the end our defireof an alliance may ap- 
pear more viſible, we have ſent your Majeſty Charles Vane a,very noble 
Gentleman under the figure of our Embaſſadour with Comands and 
Credential letters teſtifing our ſaid Truſt committed to bis Care. And do 
therefore pray that your Maj. may be pleaſed to admit & hear bim Cour- 
reouſly, and make all becomeing proviſion for his honour and ſafety thro 
out the extent of your Empire. All which sþall be kindly acknowledged 


by us. from whom your Majeſty may depend upon ſuitable returnes when 
occalion shall ſeeme to call for it.

AYLY almoſt, and moſt lamentable complaintsare brought us 

againſt certain Maſtersand Pilots, who being *English men, and 
revolting from us the laft year, carrying away villanouſly and trea- 
cherouſly, ships commuted to their care as Maſters, at length went off 
from that part 10 Ireland where they were all laſt ſumer belicged, and 
have ſcarce eſcaped the reproofe due totheir wickedneffe, but they be- 
take themſelves to the port of Lisbone planting themſelves at the mouth 
of theRiver.

Wee therefore again and again 
pray , that you will forthwith Ifſue your commands for the ſpeedy ſup.

WH EN wewere, not without great Clamour , made acquaiuted

T* E conſideration of your Majeſties honourable Reception of ,. and 

curtrous ſpeedy audience allowed unto our Embaſladour , bath 
induced us to let you know by the quick diſpatch ot this our ſecond, 
that we accept thereof very kindly , and that our purpoſes contain 
nothing more venerably to obſerve with deeds, as well as words, then 
the inviolable ſupport (without we be firſt provoked tocontrary dealings) 
of the peace, alliance ,& commerce which we are engaged in with leverall 
Nations, and which among the reſt, have been fora long time ratified 
between us, and Portugall. Nor has our fleet gone tothe River Tagw 
upon _ other different Errand , then barely to chaitiſe our Enemics, 
(who will not be warned by the many Flights, which we fo often already 
inſtrufted them with the experience of ) and reſcue ſuch efftets of ours , 
8s, being by force and Treachery taken away from our people, the Mur- 
rain of thele Reb lls has carryed into your Ports and eſpecially Lisboneir 
ſelfe, where they vend the proceed of their theft at open fale. Bur yer 
weare apt to believe that moſt of the peovle of Portugall have, by their 
depraved behaviours, diſcovered whart fort of perſons they are, how addi- 
Red to impudence, tury, and madnefle. The conſideration of wbich 
ſtrenghtens our confidence and hopes ſo much the more, of prevailing 
(inthe firſt place) with your Majeſty in tavour of Edward Popham, a very 
worthy Gentlemen, whom we have appointed Comander in chiefe of 
this ſquadron; & ſent tor the overthrow of theſe Pirats; And thar in the 
next place you woud treat them, and their Comanders nort-as perſons 
worthy ot hoſpirality , but cheeves , not merchants, but the Bane of 
thrade and Breakers of Nationall Laws, and conſequently deny them 
| admitrance into, or ſhelter within the pro eftion of your Kingdome , 
but rather banish them the limitrs thereof: But it you shou'd thinke fir

U Pon the receipt of a petition in the names of Philip Noel , Fo God- 
dall and other Merchants belonging to Foy in England, heavily 
bemoaning that asbip of theirs called the Ann of Foy of their own build- 
ding in England, wasabout Michaclmas laſt moſt injuſtly ſert upon, and 
ſciledby a certain privareer belonging to Oſtend comanded by Erajmmus 
Bruerwe,whoin bis way homewards (eiſed ber loading, wholly belonging 
to the petitioners, and treated the marriners uoworthily and barbarouſly: 
TheCouncall of State thereupon writ to the Duke of Leda (a copy whe- 
reof comes herewith to your Excellency) and expeQed that he woud, 
according to juſtice and equity, wake ſpeedy inquiry into thar affair. But 
the ſaid Noel, and the reſt of the Petitioners renewing their laid heavy 
complaint, and urgeing , thatalthough the ſaid Duke had our ſaid let- 
ters delivered him, and that the (aid Merchants repaired fince to Bru- 
ger, where atthe Admiralty Court they made proofe of rheir cauſe and

EE are, by letters ſent us from Geneva, as well as Delphin, and 
many other Prager bordering upon your Confines, informed ofa 
roclamation lately published by your Royall Highneſlc, implying thatit 
Fuch of your Subjects, as were Profeſſors of the Proteſtant Religion), did 
not, within three dayes after the publication thereof, cither declare 
their renunciation of their awne, and acceptance of rhe Popish Religion 
they were ſtrictly charged to forſake their Lands and habirations , within 
twenty days after upon paine of forfeiting their lives and fortunes: And 
that haveiag thereupon made humble ſupplication to your Royall High- 
nelle, praying that the fame might be repealed , and that they, (taken 
into former favour ) migt be reſtored to the Priviledges granted 'em by 
your molt SerenePredeceſſors;yer they were lett upon by part of your Army, 
who cruelly murthered many, chain'd others. and drove thereſt into 
wildernefles, and uninhabited mountaines covered with Snow and de- 
ſolation , where hundreds of Familys are reduced to that extremity, that 
it is much to be fear*d whether their miſery may not be ſuch,as may ſoune 
draw utter Ruine upon them, under the Ke "a of Cowld and hunger. 

Uponour Receipt of this account, we coud not truly decline our beiv 
troubled at bart, at ſo unhear'd of a calamity impoſed upon theſe moſt if 
flited people. But as we owne our ſelves united to them, not oncly as 
men, bur (in communion of Religion) altogether related as Brethren allo. 
Wejudged our ſelves imperfect in the diſcharge of our duty to God, the 
charity due toour Brethren, and our profeſſion toReligion it lelfe, did 
we barely pity this calamity and miſery ofour Brethren, with cut apply- 
ingall the further endeavour we cou'd, towards the meeting 'em with 
Reliefe againſt ſo many unexyeted miſchiets. Wee do therefore, in 
the firſt place pray and beſcech \ our Royal Highneſs with all imaginable 
earneſtnefle, to incline your heart to the continueing to your SubjeRs 
| at 
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at Piedmont, thoſe Inſtitutions granted,and from time to times confirmed 
unto them by your molt ſerene Predeceflors. In the allowance and con- 
fir: ation of which , as thoir Grants were , wzthout doubt, conformable 
ro Gods owneapprovall (who has decreed and appropriated uato him- 
ſelfe onely, the inviolable Goverment and Jurisdiftion of Soules ) {6 
there was alſo due regard held (doubtleſs) to theirmeritts, who, intime 
ef warr , were found equally poſitive in cheirloyalty and courage , and 
of peace, ſubjects (ſuitably obedient ro Goverment. And as your Royal 
Highneſle in all other things bravely and gloriouſly accomplished , has 
purlued.dire&ly the paterne of your Foretathers, ſo we do again and 
a2ain beſeech, that you woud not begin to act the contrary in this; bur 
that this proclamation, andiftheir be any other demand made ule of, 
to interrupt your Subjects, upon theſcore of their profeſſing the Reformed 
Rel;gion, beabolished; they reſtored to their native Country and ha- 
birations 3 their former Rights and libertys ratified unto 'em; their (u- 
ſtain'd damages repaired ; and that you cauſe all their vexations co be 
drawento anend. Which if your Royall Highneſs will See done, you 
will a& a thing ofurmoſt acceptance to God, raiſe and comfort thoſe 
miſerable and calamitous people, win the good opinion both of all your 
Neighbours , and thoſe who admire the Reformed Religion , and more 
eſpecially Ours, whoſshall looke upon your kiadne(s and clemency to, 
them as the efſe ofthis our Requeſt. Which will draw us under an obliga- 
tion o makeing all ſuitable Rerurnes; and lay a moſt ſolid Foundation not 
onely of an alliance and friendship to be raiſcd, but improyed upon, be- 
tween this Goverment and yours. Nor do we truly entertaine a cheaper 
opinron of your Juſtice and moderation of mind in this caſe. To the ia- 
v-ur of hom, that Almighty God may incline your diſpoſition and 
thoughts: and do heartily wish both your ſelte and people,peace, truth, 
and a happy Ifſuc in all your affairs.

been for ſome time, driven into the rougheſt of mountains covered 
with continual ſnow,where they now labour under the oppreſſion of hun- 
ger &cowld. But your concernediefle whereat, & how yuu Symphathy- 
zcd theſe calamities of our Brethren , is athing we can eaſily guels at 
by our cwn griefe which 1s truly very great. For we that are but One (as 
it were) in point of Religion, why shoud not we be equally ſuch in our 
concernednefle at ſo unworthy a misuſeage of our Brethren ? And 
truly many are the experiences of your apparent piety to the Ortho. 
dox peoplein times of oppreſſion, and no leiſe favourable to many Ec- 
cleſiaſticall difficultys and adverſitys, As for my part, | had, (if 1 
know my owne mind, ) rather been outon 1n » thing elce, then in 
love and charity to Brethren labouring under attiiftion and perſecu- 
tion , _= the account of their Religion : For that 1 would freely give 
way tothe heal:h & repoſe of the Church, in preferrence to my owne par 
ticular ſafety. What we coud therefore hithertoat init, was to writ to 
the Duke of Savoy, almoſt humbly praying him to entertain milder 
thoughts and diſpoſition rowards theſe his moſt inocent ſubjects and 
humble people; that he woud reſtore the wrerches to their homes and 
Eſtates; and put them in poſſeſſion of their former liberty of Religion, 
Wedid the like to the chicteſt of the Proteſtant Princes and Magiſtrates, 
whom we judged it moſt concerning, to joine with us in our Mediation 
with the Duke of Savoy on behalfe of this people. You have done the 
ſame perhaps & more. For if this ſo dangerous example ſucceeds with the 
Inſtruments concerned , and this Revivall of their late cruelty upon the 
Proteſtants thrives with them, to admonish your prudence hoy tarr the 
ſame may endangertheProteſtant Intreſt,is a thing we judge uuneceſlary* 
And this perſon, if he ſuffers himſelfe to be perſwaded by our united im- 
portunitys and prevailed with to give over, weshall reapea Noble and 
plentifull crop, and Recompence from our ſuſteind [care; But if we 
ſhoud find him wilfull ſo as to endeavour to bring into utter diſpair, or 
deſtroy totally thoſe, who with their owne ſtrength, and ( free from 
corruption, ) bave either preſerved cur Religion delivered by the 0- 
riginall Preachers of the Goſpell, or long before it was reſtored to its 
primitive purity in all other Nations, Weeare ready to joine with you 
and the reſt of our Retormed Brethren and confcderates, in a comon 


Councill, whereby the ſupport of the fincking juſt, may be, with moſt in-

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eonveniency provided for , and lethim at length ſee how impoſſible ir is 
for us to pur up the [njuries and burthenſome afflitions of the pro. 
reſtants. F are yee well.- |

Ohn Freeman and Phillip Traverſe SubjeQs ofthis Republick, bave,h 

theic owne, and the names ot ſeverall other Merchants of London 
a petition'd humbly complain'd, that haveing in the month of Oce- 
ber 1653 .loaded on board a certain ſhip of Sunderbrugh called the Salva- 
aor, Nicolas Winskins Maſter, ſeverall Merchandizes,woolen manufacture, 
Cloathes, and other woven comodities and Goods, amounting (according 
ro Eſtimate)to the value ot between three and foure thouſand pounds ſter- 
ling, charged the ſaid Maſter, that as he failed thro the Baltique ſea, * 
he shoud godireQly to Dantizick , and pay the uſuall duty at E!ſenor » 
and for the ſame purpoſe furnihed him with a competenr ſume of mo- 
ney. Yetnotwithſtanding ,t hat the ſaid maſter moſt treacheroully , 
and contrary to his Inſtructions trom the Merchants, pafſ'd by the ſaid 
place , without diſchargeing that duty; fo that the ſaid ship, with her 
whole loading , bad hue and Cry ſent after them and werearreſted , to the 
great damage of theOwners, in favour of whom we writ to your Majcſtics 
Embaſſadour then here in London, who, as they ſay, engaged, that as 
ſoone as he came to ſpeake with your Majeſty , he woud endeavour to fee 
juſtice done the Merchants, But in as much as the ſaig perſon has been 
diſpatched upon Your Majeſties affaires into other Countryes, and that 
their application ro him before his departure, amounted tonothing ; 
ſo that they were forc't to ien'dan Atturney purpoſely to follicit their 
Right at Haf1ia, and demand reſtitution of ſaid shipp and Goods: which 
they alſo found coud amount to no more then an aggravation of the for- 
merReckoning & heape of fruitleſs trouble upon trouble; & that the ſaid 
Goods Ly under confiſcation & preſent Reftraint,notwithltanding thar, 
according to the Laws of Denwmarks, a Maſter of a ſhip ought, (as they 
ſeeme to urge in their petition upon any misdedmeanour of his own) fo

Therefore as our Merchants have given no provocation, that can be in- 
terpreted to the rendering their eftes liable to forfeiture ; and that the 
Mafter, alittle before his death , confefſed that the negle& was wholly 
applicableto his proper guilt, which cxpolcd the Merchants ro fo mucn 
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damage; 2nd in as much as the (Ou ofthe deceaſed Maſter himſelfeg 
has, as we underſtand, by petition already preſented unto Jour Majeſty , 
charged all the blame to his ſon's account, and quitted the Merchants: 
Wc coud noe truly decline our condemning the detention of the faid 
shipp and goods to be moſt arbitrary ; andare ſo much the more ſtrength= 
en'd in our Confidence, that as ſpone as your Majelty has a clear State 
of this thing» you will not onely award a competent reproofe to the Mini- 
ſters concerndin theſe Injuryes, but Iſſue your comands alſo: for the 
doing the Merchants Right, and direCt ſpeedy reſtitution to be made of

ſenſe of this affair. And altho we continue ſtill under the ſame inclina- 
tion, yet wecuudnothitherro fix upon one fit to be intruſted with a 
Martterjof that importance, as we hope we may in very little time, Wee 
did inthe mean time, judgeit 1aconfiſtent with conveniency to ſuſpend 
any longer the letting you know for atruth, how much our thoug*.ts and 
Careare taken up (and thatin an imoderat meaſure) for the preſent State 
of Europe: Wee haveing, from ſeverall Neares obſervation, colle&ed to 
our great g i=te, matter enoug" to inferr from, that the principall Pro- 
re/t.ant Princes and Corporations ( who outof regard to their comunity in 
Religion andits ſupport, ought ro uſe all meanes tending to irs confir- 
mation and defence) grow dayly more and more animated againſt each 
other, and ſuſpeQ, orput an. ull meaning , upon whatever the reſt at- 
rempt or project; freightening their friends , while on the contrary they 
ditat hopes to the Enemy of enſuing Enmity and difſent in this Bent 
of affaires,rather then a firme union of minds to the mutuall ſafeguard and 
defence of each other.

God forbidd ) any token of hoſtility shoud breake out, However thele 
things ſtand, we, as we have earneſtly ſollicitted both the Kiog of 
Sweedlandand States of Holland to peace and moderat reſolutions, (and 
shou'd be extraordinarily gladd to {ee you reconciled to peace and con. 
cord, the States havring ns us the heads of that league ) ſowereckon'd 
itour part, and yery conſiſtent with our friendshipp, not to conceale 
from your Majeſty what ever we thought of this matter, eſpecially whea 
weconlider the moſt friendly invitation given us by your Majelties Let- 
ters foto do; athing we looke upon to bea (ingular argument, andem- 
brace it as one, of your good diſpoſition rowards us. And lay before your 
Majeſty what a charge divine providence has laid upon the profeflors of 
Proteſtancy, of maintaining peace among our ſelves, when our Enemyes

WE have judge it an unneceſſary worke, to write you about matters, 
which (youyour ſelves knowing better bytarr then we)weabhor in our 
Soules toremember;&that out of dereſtation to the barbarity of the things 
themſctves,impo led upon your moſt afflifted Neighbours the Proteſtants 
of Savoy, and the intollerable perſecutions which their own Prince has 
expoſed*em to, upon the account of their Religion. Wee have allo {cen a 
copy of the Letter, which your Embaſſadours, ſollicitours and other 
perſons preſent atthe late Peace at Pinarol/, writtothe Duke of Sawsy;

Afr Longleand, Preſident to our Fatory there, was 
denyed the Liberty of going a board our Fleet : Fresh Water, which is 
a comodity tree for the ule ofall Nations, that are notdovyvne right Ene- 
m+s, vvVe cou'd not obtaine , but at an extraordinary price, and that 
under the dithculty of a Guard too: So many of our Merchants, vvholc
